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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Figure 1 is not admitted prior art. In response, paragraph [0004] describes the figure as "conventional art", which 
means it is admitted prior art. 

Applicant argues that the IPA-laden nitrogen gas cannot drain the Ol water from the right exit in Figure 5. In response, examiner 
acknowiedgest this. However, the rejection cited that the draining occurs by the direction indicated by the "F" arrow - and draining occurs 
also at the left side, through valve 34, which is below the substrates. See also Figures 6-7 that have draining below the substrates. 

Applicant argues that it is the Dl water, not the etching solution in the rinser. In response, Yates teaches to have both etching and rinsing 
in the same chamber (col.6, lines 29-30, 36-40), and therefore, although not explicitly disclosed, a wet etch solution would be drained in 
the same manner as the rinse solution. 

If applicant is trying to argue that Yates does not disclose a pressurized gas to force solution out, it is noted that Yates discloses to use 
pure nitrogen gas alone (col.7, line 17) and the nitrogen gas (or IPA laden nitrogen) has some inherent pressure, and since the pressure 
has not been explicitly cited in the claim, Yates reads on the claim as broadly interpreted. The pressurized gas forces the solution out 
through the drain. 
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
